Beside, refuting statements by Sa- 
linas, the petroleum producers again 
charge that the acts of the Carranza 


government, against which they 
complain, are In violation of the 
laws of Mexico itself and in contra- 
vention of the accepted laws of na- 
tions. 

“It is admitted,” says the state- 
ment, “that the question of proprie- 
torship of coal lands in Mexico and 
pthe Spanish colonies wasa subject of 
contention; but nowhere the 
Spanish grants or subsequent ordi- 
petroleum treated as the King’s 
or the property of the na- 

on. 
was set at rest in Mexico by the 
mining law of 1884. 

COMPLY WITH LAW. 

“Before this date neither coal nor 
Petroleum had been developed in 
Mexico at all; the law of 1884 sim- 
ply cleared up a matter in questi 
From that time therefore, rights 
coal and ofl were acquired by Amer- 
icans under this law and the Jaws to 
the same effect of 1892 and 1910. 
By the expenditure of vast amounts 
of money, American individuals and 
companies have given a value to 
these lands relying upon the laws of 
Mexico. Their tenure was never 
questioned; in fact, it was repeatedly 
ratified by acts of Mexican courts 
and the Mexican government has 
since 1912 continuously recognized 
rights so acquired under Mexican 
law by collegjing taxes upon the 
lands and upon the product. 
“The Mexican government's con- 
tention that a mere change in con- 
stitutional precept (appearing in a 
constitution which itself prohibits 
any retroactive legislation, which 
precept against retroactive effect 
was called to the attention of the 
Ambassador of the United States, 
with an assurance that no law or 
constitutional provision would take 
effect retroactively in advance of the 
presentation of his credentials in 
February, 1917,) may operate to 4i- 
vest foreigners of rights legally ac- 
quired, has been well answered by 
protests of your department.

“The committee appointed by you 
to investigate and report on the mat- 
ter of a location for a Civic Center 
for Los Angeles, after a series of se.- 
sions over a period of about four 
months, submits herewith its report: 
“The Civic Center Committee, in 
undertaking the task for which it 
was appointed, developed the si:b- 
ject by calling upon the public to 
eubmit guggestions, for sites and ar- 
gumen® therefor. 
“A series of meetings devoted en- 
tirely to the hearing of such plans 
were held in the work of this com- 
mittee. The result was an accumu- 
lation of some fifteen or more plans 
or parts of, plans that. from their 
nature, were readily grouped into 
three divisions: 
“First, those centering arocnd 
Temple Block.

Pershing Square and Normal Hill 
Center. 
“Third, those tying south of the 
present well-defined busiress dis- 
trict of the city. 

PHASES ARE MANY. 


“Consideration was also given to 
the matter of accessibility, as deter- 


mined by the usual methods of 
transportation. So, too, was the 
question of available ground and 
valuations thereon. The matter of 
city and county consolidation was 
aleo borne in mind throughout our 
discussions, as was the matter of 
floor space required by the city de- 
partments, both present and future. 
“Some discussion arose over the 
acope of the committee's work. Our 
report, in keeping with the con- 
sensus of opinion of the committee's 
members, is limited to consideration 
of ‘the question of location. Details 
of arrangement, it is felt, should 
properly be left to some agency bet- 
ter equipped with time and funds 
necessary to a successful solution of 
the technical phase of the quéstion.

College observatory since 
1881, and has been at various times 
in charge of government astronomi- 
cal expeditions to Trigoli, Bar- 
bary, Hussia, and to the Andes to 
study eclipses, and was chief of the 
Mars expedition to the Andes in 
1907. Hie is a member of all of the 
leading astronomical societies of the 
world, and is regarded as a sound 
conservative scientist, given only to 
publishing his discoveries and mak- 
ing no unsound conclusion there- 
from. Prof. Perctval Lowell was 
a brother of President A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard, the astronomers 
of which university, incidentally. 
never agreed with Prof. Lowell's 
Mars conclusions. Prof. Lowell al- 
ways declared that he made no str- 
mises in stating that the lines he 
saw on Mars were the result of fn- 
telligent construction, but the facts 
themselves lead to no other con- 
clusion than that Mars was in- 
habited.

A TYPE OF MIND. 


HIS man Foster, who was chosen by Samuel Gompers to organize and 
conduct the strike fiasco among the steel workers of America, may 
best be catalogued as ‘a type of mind.” 

He represents and is perhaps a concrete example of a type that has 
heen immemorially existent in the human race. There were Fosters among 
the sons of Abraham; they were on the heels of Confucius and all the other 
great teachers; they stood in the market place of Athens and called Socrates 
a liar to his face. : 

have always been in the world, and it is not to be expected that 
the world will ever be without them. 

These Fosters have’paraded under many names and many titles. But, 
they have undergone no change whatever when viewed collectively as a type 
of mind. As they shifted from one side of the world to the other, from one 
nation to another, they were called by whatever word it was that best fitted 
their actions and the doctrines they preached. 

But the William Z. Foster of 6000 years ago in Mesopotamia was one 
and the same man, exactly, that the William Z. Foster, American, is today. 

Even as some weapon common to all peoples over the whole face of 
the earth, like the arrow, for example, can be traced back against the most 
ancient and most impenetrable wall of history, so can the Foster type of mind 
be traced. 

It is the type of mind of the irreconcilable—that warped and distorted 
type that is vicious by nature and that appears to have been permitted to 
exist for the same inscrutable reason that a viper is permitted to exist. 

It is a mind that feeds on hate and envy, and that distorts the seven 
ly sins into virtues. It has never spent an hour throughout all the count-

It is, withal, a type of mind that has ever been impotent. It has never 
yet been able to retard one single step of the world's progress. 
It is a type of mind not even to be feared so long as the world remains 
alert and awake.

N THESE times, the Foster type of mind parades under the title of 

“Syndicalism."" Now, you will find many ponderous books written on 

" this subject. You will find that many meg whose brains have become 

tortured and twisted have produced argument# to prove that syndicalism is 
exactly the thing the world needs to make it ideal. ~: 

The men who wrote these books, as well as those who continue to write 
them, are of that species of insane genius to which belonged the unfortunate 
madman, Nietzsche. Not that Nietzsche bothered much about mén’s bodies, 
but he had the same distorted vision that the syndicalist has. Karl Marx 
was also of this species, and Haeckel and even Darwin. 

And if you read the-books that syndicalists write they are almost certain to 
confuse you unless you have been trained mentally to know the fundamentals 
of life, or you are blessed with an instinct that is equally ng to save you. 

Fortunately, man has been blessed with an instinct that saves him from 
the fatal errors of syndicalism. It is the same as his instinct of self-preserva- 
tion. And it is this that makes the Foster type of mind impotent. 

The safety of society lies in the fact that no destructionist or group of 
destructionists has yet been able, since the beginning of time, to marshal fol- 
lowings sufficiently large to tear down that which had been builded; to destroy 
that which had been created. | 

The mad dream of a world in chaos has never appealed to any but mad- 
men or to those who would use madmen for their own sinister ends. 

The human race in its nature is but a reflection ‘of the voiceless universe 
which God has created around the human race. That universe is builded and 
maintained primarily upon order. Order is its body and its soul. Before 
the mind of man the most impressive thing of all is always the law of order. 

The syndicalist is absolutely opposed to order, although it is the thing 
that he preaches. Hence, the syndicalist and the 1.W.W. and the plainly 
avowed anarchist are all of the same kidney. 

They are the sinister and diabolical foes of human peace and happiness.

ET anyone put to a mah of the Foster type of mind the plain question: 
‘What is it you desire to accomplish?"’ and he will receive an admirably 
plain and blunt answer. 2 
This type of mind asserts that it is its desire to absolutely revolutionize 

society as it is at present constituted. , 
Nothing that exists now shall be permitted to continue. The rules and 
regulations that civilization has set up for its own preservation, and by means 


of which it has endured, and by the abandonment of which it would perish— . 


these rules and regulations are to be abolished wholly and absolutely. 

Property rights are to be wiped out; no man shall own even the roof 
over his head against any other man; there is to be no authority; every man 
shall be his own master to do as he pleases with whatever he sees; there shall 
be no marriage nor giving in marriage; children shall be the children not 
of parents but of whoever is willing to feed them; and God is to be driven 
out. 

These are the broad and general principles laid down by the Foster 
type of mind in substitution for the principles that are at present in force. 

And, of course, it is easy to see that the average man will balk at the 
proposition. And why does he balk? 

The reasons are many; but fundamentally and primarily they are these: 
That Nature, or God, or whatever it be that anyone may care to call it, has 
implanted in the heart of man a single love for his own offspring; that every 
natural man wil! protect his offspring against all comers; that when he has 
acquired a shelter and a protection for himself and his brood he will defend 
it; that it is inherent in him to claim the fruits of his own labor and toil; that 
he will not share his harvest with the drone and the idler. 

This is why the Foster type of mind has made no headway in the world 
through the ages. And it is why it never can make any headway. 


T IS difficult to believe in the sincerity of this Foster fellow and those of 
his type. If we could think them to be sincere we could render them a 
certain respect, misguided though we knew them to be. 


But, it is inconceivable that a man born in America, who has breathed | 


the air of America and who has been taught in its public schools, can be sin- 
cere in this propaganda of rot and drivel in which he is engaged. 

No wonder that Foster and his ilk concentrate their efforts at organizing 
followings among the ignorant emigrants of Southern Europe—a spot on earth 
where the light of intelligence has been so inconceivably slow to penetrate. 

Can you imagine for one minute that the average American, no matter 
how poor or how lowly he may be, would listen to the proposition that these 
syndicalists are making? 

Their proposition is that all the industries of the country shal] be taken 
over by the workers in those industries; that the locomotive engineers and 
firemen, the brakemen, switchmen, oilers, car-wipers and station agents of 
the railroads shall own and operate the railroads; that the banks shall be 

perated by the janitors; the foundries by the molders and peddlers; the ships 
by the sailors; the\stores by the salespeople; the dog fights by the dogs. 

Sit down and think for two minutes only as to what this arrangement 
would mean if put into effect. 

Can anything that any imbecile has ever said be compared to it? Is 
it entitled to anywhere near the respect that one might give to the utterances 


of the inmates of insane asylums? 
oe are associated with him in this crazy thing. Foster is a fakir; he is a 

bluffer. He is a walking delegate both by nature and by profession. 
His aim in life is to live without work, and this is the way he takes to achieve 


ERTAINLY William Z. Foster is not sincere. Nor are they sincere who 


his aim. 


He knows very well that the proposition he makes stands no more chance 
to be accepted than a proposition to the average man to feed his children to 
the hogs would be accepted. Foster can read and write, and he can reason. 
He is no man’s fool. 

But, so long as he can organize ignorant aliens into mobs, get them shot 
down by the police and the militia; #0 long as he can create unrest and dis- 
order, he is sure of a job at good pay and generous traveling expenses. 

That's his type of mind, and there have always been men like him— 
men who could prosper and be happy if they would work, but who are con- 
stitutionally opposed to work. 

And it is to this type of mind that Sam Gompers turns when he feels 
the necescity of a bulging membership for his American Federation of Labor. 
It is to these dangerous and conscienceless disturbers and mischief-nfakers 


that Gompers turns.

ROSPECTS FOR THE LEAGUE. 
Distinct progress towards ratification 


of the peace treaty by the Senate was made 
during the week that has just ended. The 
first rea] test of the strength of the oppos- 
ing forces came with the vote on the Fall 


amendments, when every faction of the op- 
position had been propitiated in order that 
all the votes against the treaty or the 
League of Nations might be cast en bloc. 
But instead of securing the majority of 
which they had boasted the opposition 
forces were able to muster but thirty nega- 
tive votes. 


Taking this vote as a criterion, the treaty 
will be ratified by the Senate without 
amendment and with only interpretive res- 
ervations which will not necessitate resub- 
mission to the Peace Conference. As pre- 
dicted by The Times from the beginning 
many Senators who objected to some partic- 
ular section of the treaty have reached the 
sound opinion that it is better to ratify 
and trust to future action of the League 
of Nations to remedy the alleged defects 
than .to permit opposition to a part to de- 
feat the whole. 


It was a week of disaster for the “Bat- 
talion of Death.” They have been hoping 
for the defeat of the entire treaty. Sen- 
ators Reed and Johnson have taken the 
position that the covenant of the League of 
Nations and the peace treaty with Germany 
are so inextricably intermingled that the 
one cannot be rejected without destroying 
the other. They would reject the present 
treaty in toto and make a separate treaty 
1 in a conference with Germany, to which 
our allies would not be invited. Such a 
course meets with the enthusiastic approv- 
al of the Sinn Fein and proGerman ele- 
ments in the country, but it fails to arouse 
even moderate enthusiasm among the un- 
hyphenated Americans. 


While many points of the oppositicn are 
cleverly camouflaged, the undeniable fact 
remains that, should the treaty be rejected 
as Reed, Knox and Johnson desire, every 
city in Germany would be illuminated and 
the rejoicing would be almost as great as 
over the successes of the first days of the 
German drive against the British forces in 
Flanders in the spring of 1918. The Sinn 
Feiners in this country and in Ireland would 
assert that it was beaten because there 
was no declaration for the independent 
Irish republic. The Bolsheviki would at- 
tribute its defeat to the growth of radical- 
ism. Our country would find itself in oppo- 
sition to our present allies and our only 
friends in Europe would be Germany and 
Russia. Such is the prospect that a defeat 
of the treaty offers, a prospect the opposi- 


ists. That the heart of tha great American 
republic is true to its blood brothers of the 
great war is clearly demonstrated by the 
fact that there are but seven members of 
the “Battalion of Death” in the Senate. 
The per cent. in the country at large is 
probably even less. | 


When Senator Reed ventured outside his 
own State to speak against the treaty he 
was greeted by a torrent, not of applause, 
but of over-ripe hen fruit. Senator John- 
son spoke in San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les to full housec; but it is doubtful if he 
won a single hew convert to the opposition 
to the league. All the elements that are 
opposing the treaty from radical, pro-Ger- 
man and Sinn Fein motives attended his 
meetings and were noisy in their app'ause; 
but those who read the list of his recep- 
tion committee printed in the public press 
were impressed most by the number of 
German names or names of those whose 
sympathies were pro-German during the 
Was permeated with Teutonism.

No Boston-like Programme. 

And, strange as it may seem to 
outsiders, who have concluded that

Why not Home Talent? 

In the casting about by the Roard 
of Education for a successor to Dr. 
Albert Shiels as superintendent of 
the city schools, it is to be hoped 
that they'll not overlook home 
talent. Does seem that a city of 
630.000 inhabitants ought to be able 
to furnish a suitable person for stu- 
perintendent of schools wkhout hav- 
ing to import one from the East— 
and this is in no way a refiection on 
Dr. Shiels. 

Among the local educators who 
are most frequently mentioned in 
thig regard is Ernest J. Lickley, 
supervisor of compulsory educa- 
tion, and who has been connected 
with the Los Angeles school system 
for many years, having made a rec- 
ord of highly efficient work and a 
discreet avoidance of educational 
fads. Some of the strong educators 
of Los Angeles are urging that Mr.

HONORABLE IN TROUBLE. 


I see that the Hon. Herbert Ed- 
ward Eaton, younger son of Lord 
Cheylesmore, has been getting into 
trouble about his automobile.

As a child he ap- 
pears to have had a slight sense of 
touch, and he dates its complete dis- 
appearance from the time when he 
had an attack of yellow fever in 
Sangal at the age of 1T. His sight 
and hearing, however, seem to té 
normal.—f Milwaukee Sentinal.

The opponents of the league see 
mo good in it. They spend their 
epergies in picking flaws in the 
Pian. Of course the covenant of 
the League of Nations is not per- 
fect—no document penned by man 
is perfect. And it would not be 
possible for the representatives of 
the nations to construct a Plan for 
a League of Nations which would 
seem perfect to any one nation. If

Third, every person who has 
stocks or bonds or other interests 
in munition and other war supply 
businesses is opposed to the League 
of Nations. There were a lot of 
people who made monev out of the 
war: some of these people make 
money out of every war, and in 
fact, making war sv~~lies its their 
business, and al] of such are op- 
posed to the League of Nations. 
Fourth, every person who believes 
in war as an institution is opposed 
to the League of Nations. You do 
not have to go to Germany to find 
people who reall believe in and 
favor the institution of war. They 
are in America and in every com- 
munity in America. Most of these 
people are not ax bold as the mill- 
tarists of Germany, but none the 
less they maye always be depended 
upon to stand for the things that 
make for war. In America the 
class of persons who ridicule the 
idea of the League of Nations with 
the statement that “wars have al- 
wavs been and always will be” are 
militarists at heart and believe in 
the institution of war. 
There probably are a few scat- 
terin~ onnonents of the League of 
Nations who do not belong to either 
of the four groups named above. 
but if the truth is known, ‘nine- 
tenths of the opponents of the 
league belong to one of the groups.

Then turning to my friend, whe 
presided, he said:

My friend, knowing the tempera- 
ment of his co-workers, experienced 
® moment of intense embarrassment. 
He felt that this was, indeed. a fine 
way to arouse enthusiasm. Then he 
rose to his feet and said: 

“All those from California hold 
up their hand«.” 

Two hands went up. 

“How many from Illinois?” 

Three held up their hands. 

He rapidly canvassed the crowd 
and for nearly every State in tho 
Union there was one, or more. Then 
he paused and said: 

"Is there a New Yorker present?” 


There was. One lone man sheep- 
ishly @raised his hand and was 
greeted with a howl. 

The only free thing in New York 
is that lonesome feeling. 

When a New Yorker goes away 
and comes back he Yrever says “TI am 
going home.” but “Back to little old 
New York for me!” 

The patience of the people who 
Inhabit New York is incredib!ls. 
They—the New York public—are 
the only ones who never go out on 
strike. Yet all they would have to 
do would to refuse to buy any- 
thing for three days, just sit still 
and the profiteers would come to 
time. 

Why 4o people live In New York? 

(1.) Because they can look at #5 
many other people they don’t know. 

(2.) Because they think they can 
make enough money to Day one- 
half more than they would have tu 
pay elsewhere for things they don't 
want. 

(3.) Because they can forget 
themselves temporarily in more 
wave for 50 cents than anywhere 
else 

(4.) Because there are so many 
other people worse off than théy are 
that they can see. 

(5.) Because there are a few 
people they think are better off that 
they can't see, but can read about.

A 
friend, turning to the Kansas man, 
said:

The Senator thought a moment 
and said with a smile: 

“T sometimes have to.”

LONDON, Sept. 27—Whenever 
Licoyd Geogre enters the House 
of Commons to make a big 


speech he is always followed by 
@ short pale-faced reserved-looking 
man who sits immediately behind 
him with bundles of papers which 


to do so. 

To see how quiet, self-restrained 
and almost furtive this man ‘is 
you would scarcely realize that he 
is regarded today as the biggest 
power behind the Lloyd George 
throne. For this is Sir William 
Sutherland, Lloyd George's political 
Secretary. 

Sutherland was born in Glasgow 
thirty-nine years ago. He came of 
a family of strong radicals and an 
uncle of his was at one time a 
member of Parliament and a leader 
of the Scotch crofters ip a move- 
ment somewhat similar to that in 
Ireland under Davitt and Parne!! 
for liberation from the intolerable 
oppression under rackrents and 
eviction. When he succeeded in 
winning for his clients the big land 
act reforms he subsided in the po- 
sition of a public official to superin- 
tend the working of the act. Wil- 
Ham, his nephew, a distinguished 
student at Glasgow University, 
took his degree of master of arts and 
then entered into national compe- 
tition for places tn the civil service. 
He came out near the top and thus 
gained one of the best-paid clerk- 
ships. - 

LLOYD GEORGE LIKED HIM. 

He was @ young clerk with al- 
ready noticeable gifts when Lioyd 
George became president of the 
Board of Trade. Lioyd George took 
a fancy to him, employed his nimble 
brain, his extraordinary industry 
and > ornare of detail in helping 
him through the drudgery of sev- 
eral of hig most important measures.

tails, with the ammunition of facts 
and figures which were necessary 
to fill up Lioyd George's brilliant, 
onate indictment. Thus Suther- 
essentially necessary 
to Lioyd George, and wherever 
Lioyd George went Sutherland was 
bound to follow. 

The war brought to Suther- 
land new and more important duties 
than ever and he was gradually 
transfermed from a mere civil serv: 
ice clerk to the potent, though un- 
seen and cften unsuspected, politi- 
cal er. 
It now is known that underneath 
an apparently united front and im- 
posing face the Asquith ministry 
for years was being undermined 
from without and within. The full 
story of that deadly struggle will 
not be told till the memoirs appear 
acentyry hence. But this is a gen-| 
eral outiine: All the Tories inside 
and outside the Cabinet distrusted 
Asquith's power to carry the war 
to a successful end, basing their 
opinion on his good-natured refusal 
to dismiss even incompetent« at 
home and on foreign battlefields, 
the case of Lord Kitchener being 
the most vital. Several members 
of the Cabinet were convinced that 
Kitchener was messing his depart- 


ment, especially in the supplying

Sutherland here stepped in as an 
important link between his chief 
and Northcliffe, and it.was this as- 
sociation which finally brought As- 
quith down and put Liovd George 
in his place. The last attempt to 
find a compromise between Asquith 
and Lioyd George was to establish 
& war committee cabinet with Liovd 
George as the head and Asquith ' 
outside. Asquith was disposed to, 
assent, but Reginald McKenna and 
other violent Asquithites argued ' 
him out of it, and an article in the 
Times, which something 
of what was going on, almom forced 
Aequith tn self-defense to refuse 
the compremise and so to seal his 
official death warrant. 

The hand of Sutherland was un- 
doubtedly in most of this compli- 
cated story of rival personal forces 


as well as the hand of another. 
Whether Sutherland directly in- 
fluenced the publication of that 


articie it is not yet possible to say, 
but I feel pretty confident that he 
was not wholly foreign to it. Thus 
Sutherland becomes directly one of 
the creators of the premiership of 
Lioyvd George. 

The rewards to himself were im- 
pertant though not extraordinary. 
He became a member for a Scotch! 
county and a knight, but he has no 
higher position than a parliamentary 
secretary to his chief, with a small 
salary, and his salary as a member 
of Parliament—altogether less than 
$6000 a year. He can any day do

| can find out a great deal of what 
| politicians are thinking, for that 
lclub js the headquarters of all the 
| Léderale in the United Kingdom. 
He has no pleasures beyond a good 
| cigar and lives in a modest flat with 
\three rooms at $500 a year rental. 
| He ia hated and feared by ail the 
‘enemies of Lioyd George, but much 
| tked by his intimates, even those 
who neither like or truest his chief. 
He ts cynical yet quietly enthusias- 
itie. He has met too many men 
| playing their own game for office, 
|\for money and for.titles to take a 
ivery lofty view of human nature, 
| but he is very indulgent and service- 
able to those he loves. He is a 
| keen, able politician, and on Ireland 
is much wiser and more sympsa- 
thetic than his chief. 

Such is the power behind Lioyd 
George's throne.

Among twelve applicants for re- 
tirement salaries favored by the 
State Board of Education in the 
grauting of pensions this week, 
George Lee Lesile was the only Los 
Angeles teacher mentioned. He was 
sranted $600 per year. The quarter~ 
iy pay roll of the Board of Educa- 
tlon is now $756,000. 


The appointment of State agents 
who, as deputies of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction will organ- 
ize and supervise Americanizaiion 
work in the schools of California, is 
recommended in a report submitted 
by a committee of educators to Will 
Cc. Wood, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

The report was referred to the 
State Board of Control and will be 
rarried out by the members of that 
beard. 


The funds for the salaries and ex- 

penses of these agents will come 
from the Commission of Immigra- 
tion and Housing. which, with the 
Staie department of education and 
the University of California, will 
have joint charge of the work. 
Teacher training, in the report, is 
deciared to be the first and most im- 
portant work to be taken up by the 
agents. The appointment of home 
teachers. nurses, recreational and 
school directors to promote Amer- 
lcanization outside the schools, is 
suggested, and that citizenship be 
added to the civic courses in inter- 
mediate and high schools. 
Mr. Wood, who will have direct 
supervision of the work of the 
agents, sald: “There are probably 
not less than 100,900 tiliterates in 
California, most of them immigrants. 
Practically all of the non-English- 
speaking foreigners in our country 
will become excellent Americans if 
they are given proper encourage- 
ment and education.” 


The State is faced by many prob- 
lems which seem to make ft tm- 
possible to start work on the addi- 
tions and annexes to the Capitol 
Building. 

State Librarian Ferguson, who is 
one of the active forces In the Cap?- 
tol Extension Committee, has repcert- 
ed that it will be practically impos- 
sible to sell the $2,000,000 worth of 
honds neces*eary to start actual con- 
struction on the new bulldings. 

The inability of the State to sell 
highway bonds at 4% per cent. is 
cited by Ferguson as sufficient proof 
that a »uyer for the annex bonds 
wil’ be hard to find. The Capitol 
bonds boar only 4 per cent. interest. 


Payments of State money for the 
support of elementary and high 
schools during the present fiscal year 
Will total $7,555,885, according to 
which have been made public 
ate Controller Chambers. 
Of that sum $6.495,160 woes to 
elementary schools, whose per capite 
appropriation has been increased 
from $15 to $17.50, and whose pupils 
have risen in number from 350,586 
in 1918 to 371.152 in 1919, an In- 
erease of 29,568. The elemeniary 
schools received for the last fiscal 
vear $6,258,520, $1,236,640 less than 
for the present year. 
The increase for high schools, tn 
apportionment, ts $90,585, this vear’s 
total being $1,060,726. Attendance 
gaired €039, being 70,715 by the 
last reports. 


Pnroliment at the State farm 
schoo! at Davie this year for the 
fall course approximates 1000 satu- 
dents, Dean Van Norman has an- 
nounced. following the close of regis- 
tration. 

More than 2090 have enrolled for 
the course as freshmen. and the 
reneral attendance is twice that of 


last year. 

Rehabilitation students numbering 
220 46100 Australian soldiers and 
about 500 short-course students, are 
in attendance. 


TOO EFFICIENT. 


Professors Leave Teaching for La- 
crative Ovtside Positions. 


American colleges are victims of 
their own success, according to Dr. 
William T. Foster, president of Reed 
College, in Portland, Or., who is 
visiting here. 

Dr. Foster sald that colleges had 
trained their men so well that they 
are able to make three or four 
times as much outside as they would 
on the teaching staffs. 

“Our chemists who have gone into 
munitions plants.” he aaid, “have a’ 
new conception of what a fair salary 
is, and they feel that they can never 
return to the pay of a college pro- 
fessor. The same is true of physicists 
who have been drawn from our fac- 
ulties.”’ 

He said that Prof. Pierce of Har- 
vard had told him that electrical! 
and telegraph companies were tak- 
ing students faster than they could 
be trained, completing their instruc- 
tion in thelr own laboratories and 
Paying thém high salaries. 

Dr. Foster said that the love of 
teaching would keep certain profes- 
sors at their jobs despite the outside 
financial lure. “At Harvard.” he said. 
“Il could name a few men whe 
would be professors even if there 
were no salary at all attached te the 
position, and I can think of one man 
on the faculty who would teach even 
if he had to pay for the privilege. 
But the majority of professors are 
not as comfortable nancially as 
these men I have in mind. 

“Last week I found a teacher of 
engineering who had just resigned 
his assistant professorship at $3500 
to accept an industrial position at 
$10,000. As Chancellor Elliott of the 
University of Montana said to me the 
other day, ‘We are, killing the 20086 
that iays the goijen eggs.’

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 2.—To the 
Editor of The Times:] As a former 
supporter of Hiram Johnson I want 
to enter my protest against his pres- 
ent attitude toward the League of 
Nations.

SOLDIERS UNPREPARED. 


One-fourth of All Whe Apply Found 
to Need Education or Training. — 


One reason why it so difficult to 
place thousands of recently dis- 
charged service men ‘is that fully 
265 per cent. of them need either 
educational or vecational training 
before they are qualified to fight 
the battle of life, said Afred L. 
Smith, executive secretary of the 
Re-employment Committee, yester- 
day, discussing conditions at the 
bureau. It is because the committee 
realized that one-fourth of all ap- 
Plicants comprise prospective stu- 
dents instead of members of the so- 
called unemployed class, the com- 
mittee has opened an educational 
bureau at 506 Pearl street. 

More than 1000 applicants after 
conference with the vocational ad- 
visers have admitted they need 
further training d have expressed 
desire to take up advanced courses. 
J. H. Vertrees, director of the new 
educational division, is anxious to 
co-operate with former service men 
whose educational advantages have 
been neglected. 

“Since the bureau was opened 
about four months ago more than 
1100 clerks have been advised to 
seek new occupations.” said Mr. 
Smith. “Of this number almost 
1000 have decided to follow the ad- 
vice of our vocational counselors. 
“More than 2000 unskilled men 
have been interviewed. Of this num- 
ber more than 1800 have been di- 
rected to apprenticeships. 

“As is generally known, hundreds 
of men who were being educated 
went to war. A large number of 
them lost two years. Returning 
they thought it best to go right td 
work. Our educational director is 
advising this qlass to continue their 
studies. Undergraduates of colleges 
are urged to return. 

“The average office worker who 
has been mustered out of service 
is surprised to find that he faces en- 
tirely changed conditions, He learns 
that the experience obtained in the 
last job does not count for much 
when he is seeking a new one. He 
also discovers that the increase in 
pay for clerical work has not kept 
pace with the cost of living, also 
hundreds of other clerical] workers 
are jobless. Reports submitted by 
both Mr. Ventrees and Mr. Sullivan 
show that many of these so-called 
clerks are really only one peg above 
the manual laborer.”—[{N. Y. Times.

TO UNITE THE 
TWO AMERICAS 


Story of Pan-American Union, 
its Building and Members. | 


First Suggested by a Mexican 
Thirty Years Ago. 


Building Handsomest Public 
Structure in Capital. 


{[Frem the Indianapolis News.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The 
Pan-American Union Building on 
Seventeenth street always attracts a 
good deal of attention, and is just 
now being admired by the visitors 
who are again permitted to visit the 
public buildings of Washington and 
also by many of the war workers, 
who are packing up preparatory to 
leaving, but who are taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity not 
granted them heretofore. The Pan- 
American Union Building is un- 
doubtedly the most beautiful of pub- 
lic buildings in Washington. 

To John Barrett, the present dl- 
rector-general of the union, is due 
a large part of the credit for the 
erection of the building, for it was 
he who played an important part in 
collecting the necessary money for 
the erection of the building. An- 
drew Carnegie gave something like 
$1,000,000 toward it, while the Pan- 
American republics belonging to the 
union contributed the rest. The 
building and the. Pan-American 
Union is supported by twenty-one 
nations, ali of whom pay annua! 


dues for the purpose, the amount 
of their dues being regulated by the 
size of their populations. 
MUST BE NORTH AMERICAN. 
According to the laws governing 
the union, the director-general has 
to be a North American and the as- 


sistant director-general a Latin 
Anferican. Francisco J. Yanes is 
the present occupant of the las¢ 
named office. The chief clerk, the 
rules say, must come from this con- 
tinent, while the must 
needs be from-a country to the south 
of us. Franklin Adams holds the 
office of chief olerk, while Charles E. 
Babcock is acting librarian. During 
the thirty years that the union has 
existed it has gradually got. together 
e very valuable library. now con- 
centrated in the Pan-American 
Bullding. It contains about 40,000 
volumes and some 20,000 photo- 
graphs of people and places in South 
America. 

The movement to form the union 
was first advocated by a Mexican 
named Aspiroz, who served as Am- 
hassador to this country when James 
G. Blaine was Secretary of State. 
Another leader in forming the union 
was the former Governor of Ken- 
tucky, McCreery, wHS was also a 
member of the Congress. John 
Rarrett became director-general of 
the union in 1907, just after serving 
as Minister of the United States to 
Colombia. 

WAR PROVED IMPORTANCE. 


Tt is agreed on all sides that the 
world war proved the importance 
of the Pan-American Union and 
the absolute necessity of complete 
wnderstanding among the nations of 
this hemisphere. The union aided 
in winning the war and now that the 
war is over it Is playing a most im- 
tortant role in helping to get the 
world settled down to a peace Dasis.

I'nton Building ts kept busy these 
davs answering thousands of iet- 
ters from soldiers from all parts of 
the world, asking for information

BEES FOR THE STINGS. 


An Eastern Woman Supplies the 
Manufacturing Druggists. 
Raising bees for the stings pays 


an eastern woman better than keep- 


ing them for the honey which thay 
would produce. From theese stings is 
secured the purest formic acid oB- 
tainable. and the customers are the 
manufacturing druggists of the coun- 
try. In the past twenty-four years 
this woman has supplied one firm 
with 25,000 stings annually; other 
concerns take from 600 to 6606 
each year, making a yearly trade 
of 60,000 stings. produce this 
number, but two colonies of bees are 
necessary, while it would require 
fifty colonies to make an amount of 
honey equal in value to the stings. 
The method of taking. the stisg 
from a bee is simple. The bees are 
firet gathered tn a specially arranged 
box, by shaking a comb on which 
they are working over the mouth of 
the box. Next. In a room with all the 
shades but one drawn, the bex is 
opened, As the bees come out of the 
box they are attracted to the lighted 
window, and cluster there on glass or 
screen. Mrs. Beekeeper picks up the 
insects by their heads and, holding 
them under a magnifying gslaes, 


draws the stings. For this purposea 
The 


small pair of tweezers ts used. 
stings are placed in a dish filled with 
milk sugar, which covers them with 
a coat that prevents decay.

This seta i 
used in the treatment of rheu-

FIRST MERCHANT 


Brought Stock of Goods to 
Missouri River in 1808. 


Romantic Story of Mercantile 
House in the Wilderness. 


Patronized by Thousands of 
Friendly Indians. 


cw. L. Wedd tn Kansas City Sear.) 

Uncle Sam was the first merchant 
to lecate in Kansas City’s trade ter- 
ritery; he arrived with a stock of 
goods and a company of soldiers in 
1808 and set up <n business on the 
Missouri River, where the town of 
Bibley now stands. Hence, his pres- 
ent venture in the mercantile line is 
not wholly an innovation. 

More than a century ago our gov- 
ernment embarked in the fur trade 
with the Indians, not as a gainful 
eceupation, but as a military maneu- 
ver. It was more philanthropic and 
more businessiike to engage the 
wild men of the forest in trade than 
te engage them in battle. The 
government, however, came into the 
wilderness prepared to trade or 
faht. as the exigencies might re- 
quire. A trading post and a fort 
were established at what is now 
Sibley. the one a lure of civilization, 
the other a warning against Indian 
treachery. 

There is not a more romantic 
chapter in the history of the West 
than the narrative of all that oc- 
curred in and around the storehouse 
set up by our government here in 
the wilderness. The success of the 
venture is disclosed in this one as- 
sertion: No serious trouble ever 
mecurred with the Osage Indians 
nor with their more warlike and | 
thrifty cousins, the Kaw Indians, an 
eloquent tribute to the beneficient 
influence of commerce and to the 
government agents who managed 
the business.

WAR LOOMS OVER FIUME. 


Italy and Jugo-Slavia Mass Troops Along 
Frontier; D’Annunzio Sits Tight. 


along the frontiers. 

Three days ago I counted two 
brigades of field artillery from 
Trieste and one brigade of six-inch 


howitzers from Abbazia proceeding 
te the frontier in the vicinity of San 
Fielro. Tr and supplies are 
constantly being sent from Trieste 
toward the Croat and Slovene bor- 
ders. Italy does not intend to be 
caught napping. 

Perhaps the most ominous of all 
signs are the closing of the frontier 
and the remobilization of Serbian 
classes of 1880 to 1896, bringing 
back into the field practically the 
entire Serbian army. These men, 
from the ages of 24 9, recalled 
after a brief period demobiliza- 
tion, will be held as reserves to the 
younger men now being sent to- 
ward Italy. 

It ian’t to be conceived that a 
warlike nation such as the Serbs 
will sit quietly by and let Italy take 
by might what the Peace Confer- 
ence refused. The feeling is gen- 
oral in Serbia that war with Italy 
in inevitable and most of the mili- 
tary leaders believe it would be bet- 
ter to strike now than any other 
time. 

lL have talked with several Brit- 
ish, French and American officers 
of rank and all declare the Jugo- 
Slave have a better arniv at thie 
moment than when the European 
war began in 1914.

ALL 
ARE COMPLETE FOR OPEN- 
INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIR.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Arranger 
ments for the opening Monday of 
the industrial and labor conference 
called by President Wilson, virtual- 
ly were complete tonight, with only 
the question of whether the railroad 
unions would send delegatem unset- 
tled.

TRANSCONTINENTAL FLIGHT OF 
ARMY AVIATORS WIT) BE- 
GIN WEDNESDAY MORNING.

MINEOLA (N. Y.) Oct. 4.—Four 
score airplanes will participate in 
the transcontinental air race to be 
started Wednesday under the direc- 
tion of the American army air serv- 
ice, it was announced today. An in- 
complete list of entries shows that 
seventy-two machines already have 
been entered, fifty-seven of which 
will start from Mineola and fifteen 
from San Francisco. The race, which 
is Mmited to military aviators, is 
held chiefly to test the reliability of 
various types of planes and to stimu- 
late interest and recruiting in the 
air service. 

The contestants from this end will 
start promptly at 8 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. Maj. M. F. Davis, in 
a Martin bombing machine, will be 
the first aviator to get away and 
the others will follow at two-min- 
ute intervals. The race will be a 
one-way affair, but a number of ma- 
chines are expected to make the 
round trip. In addition to the ter- 
minal stations there will be twenty 
intermediate stops. Binghamton, N. 
Y., will be the first stop of the west- 
bound flyers. 

There are elght types of machines 
entered in the contest, all of which 
are capable of attaining a speed of 
exceeding 100 miles an hour. In 
addition to the American aviators 
there are two foreign contestants,

TROUBLE TRACED 
TO LACK OF AIR. 


CITY MOTORISTS HAVE ADVAN- 
TAGE OVER PRIVERS IN 
RURAL DISTRICTS. 


(SPECIAL 
DENVER (Colo.) Oct. 3.-—-Ap- 
proximately 75 per cent. of tire trou- 
ble experienced by farmers and rural 
residents is due to air, or, rather, 
to lack of air. 

That is the information gleaned 
from reports made by dealers at 
Gates servige stations throughout 
the United States and Canada, and 
condensed into bulletin form by the

benefit of tire consumers. 

Even in districts where the ocoun- 
try roads are kept in almost 
fect condition, 
the farmer might naturally be ex- 
pected to be less than those of his 
city neighbor, Gutes reports show 
the rural resident is under much 
heavier pro rata expense for “shoes” 
for his car than the city motorist. 

Smooth country roads are not so 
wevere On rubber as are hard, greasy, 
paved city streets. But the city man 
has the advantage of free air every 
few blocks. Without effort, he can 
keep his tires inflated to the pres- 
sure recommended by the manufac- 
turer, thereby eliminating flexing and 


bending that heats casi:.gs and de-| 


etroys fabrics. 

Im striking, conrrast, the farmer 
who finds the preseure in his tires 
is several pounds light must either 
resort to a hand pump or drive sev- 
eral miles to a free-air station: Usu- 
ally he drives, for there is nothing in 
a back-breaking hand pump to in- 
spire enthusiasm, even if the trip 
on soft tires is costly. 

Besides the rapid wear, deflated 
or under-inflated tires are more 
easily punctured than casings car- 
rying the specified pressure. The 
trend cevers a much bigger surface, 
and the sfde walls frequently are aub- 
ject to grind through ruts or over 
rouch places. 

Rim cuts also may’ be traced large- 
ly to under-inflation, say Gates deal- 
ers. For, with light air pressure. the 
tire bulges out over the rim and is 
subitect continuously to rim friction 
that eats away the rubber and chews 
inte the fabric, which necessarily te 
thinner at thie point than at any 
other place on the titre.

The water now filled the road from 
precipice brink to mountain wall: 
sticks, stones, small stumps and 
other debris began to strew the way, 
but the car never faltered. The sum- 
mit was reached. The car had run 
through the storm. But its escape 
was narrow, as the party learned a 
day or two later, for during that 
storm thirty-fivd washouts occurred 


in the nine miles of road, any one 


j of which would have ended tho tour. 


The new country originally 
echeduled for the trip, begins about 
four or five miles beyond the Moun- 
tain Home summit, where the so- 
called “high line” road leaves the 
Snyder cut-off on the Bear Valley 
highway. But before the Peerless 
party had reached it, the storm 
gan again and it was decided to be 
too dangerous an undertaking un- 
til the weather modified. A direct 
run was therefore made 
Oaks, two miles above the Sante Ana 
River Control. 

The morning bringing no sun- 
shine, but only banks of fog and 
drizzle, the prospect for the trip up 
the “high line” looked dismal. But 
at the suggestion of Mr. Dudley 
Glass, manager of the resort, the 
party decided to take a short cut 
to the “high line,” via the Santa 
Ana Canyon, ford the river. climb 
‘the mountain to the big sawmill 
At the beginning of Grayback trail: 
thence to Barton Flats, where the 
“high ,line” road could be attained. 
above its thirteen switchbacks and 
stretches of greasy clay. 


SCENIC BEAUTY. 


Flats country ts admittedly far 
ahead of any other section on the 
entire Sierra Madre range. Thou- 
sands of agrees of magnificent pine. 
spruce and \edar trees, of immense 
size, cover t\e hillsides and va!l- 
leve of the section and the entire 


country is so free from underbrush 
as to remind the tourist of a gi- 
gantic park. It was in this section 
and adjacent higher land in the vi- 
cinity of Jenks’ Lake, that German 
agents were active during the pe- 
riod of the war. Government opera- 
tives were well aware that a wire- 
less outfit was operated somewhere 
within this area, and after the cap- 
ture of a portable outfit in the 
mountains near Montecito, tn Santa 
Barbara county, an energetic cam- 
paign was inaugurated to find it. 
Taking the “high line’ from Bar- 
ton Flats eastward, the party pro- 
ceeded toward the south fork of the 
Santa Ana, which, tn proper sea- 
son, is the trout fishermen's para- 
dise. The road is really good. for 
a mountain road, and had the 
weather been anyways fair, no one 
could have found fault with it. It 
w constructed by San Bernardino 
cGunty, a few gears ago. and, while 
it has proven difficult to keep in re- 
pair, owing to storms both summer 
and winter, yet it is always in bet- 
ter than fair condition, owing to 
constant road work. At an eleva- 
tion of a little under 7000 feet, the 
road begins its abrupt drop into the 
Santa Ana Canyon. More than a 
thousand-foot drop in a little more 
than a mile, over a tortuous, nar- 
row road, calls for expert driving 
as well as extreme care, but it can 
be made by any good car. The re- 
turn trip was decidedly interesting, 
after legving Seven Oaks, that same 
afternoen. The party was informed 
that the Supervisors had ordered 
the Mill Creek road closed; that no 
ears from Redlands had come 
through, not even the mall stages. 
Nevertheless, a start was made and 
after many hair-raising experiences 
in passing some thirty-five or more 
washeuts, hastily repaired by the 
road gang, the Harvey control came 
into view, with a speed record of 
about twelve miles in three hours.

As a matter of fact the modern 
wire wheel has certain undoubted 
points of superiority over its wood 
rival. The wire wheel is somewhat 
‘stronger in resisting shocks than 
‘aven the best wood wheel. The lat- 
ter, too, it is claimed, with continual 
service becomes somewhat distorted, 
a condition that increases tire wear. 
The wire wheel, supported at the 
rim by a greater number of spokes, 
= not Mable to this distortion trou- 

le. 


A further point of advantage 
Claimed for the wire wheel is that 
the metal more easily dissipates the 
heat engendered by running. Wood 
is undoubtedly a poor heat conduc- 
tor and eteel is an excellent one. The 
wire wheel never gives annoyance 
by developing squeaks.

Car owners using wire wheels 
should give theee parts of the equip 
ment a thorough inspection once 
every three weeks or oftener to see 
j that no spokes are loose or bent. 
‘and that no rust has formed around 
the nipples. In one type of wire 
wheel a serrated drive is used and 
|these serrations must be kept per- 
fectely clean. If nicks should de- 
| venee in the serrations there will be 
difficulty in mounting the wheel. 
Should rust form on the driving sur- 
face it should be removed immedi- 
ately with kerosene. 

The teudency toward covering the 
wire wheel with stee] disks .is of 
comparatively recent origin... The 
disk wheel is considered a distinct 
addition to the appearance of the 
car and it serves to keep the wheel 
beneath from dirt, rust, etc. 

In France and England they are 
using the steel-epoke wheels for pas- 
senger-car service, and they are giv- 
ing excellent results. They are even 
lighter than wood, and stronger, and 
their heat-radiating qualities are 
better. In appearance these wheels 
are just the same as our familiar ar- 
tillery type weoden wheels. It is 
not impossible that the steel-spoke 
wheel may be the type of the fu- 
ture.

Even when the 
tide turned and prices of motor ve- 
bicles began to advance the climb 
Was not so sharp as shown tn nearly 
every other line of manufactured 
Products. The advance was due, at 
fret, to decreased production, re- 
sulting from the demands of war 
on the motor car factories and while 
we are swinging back very rapidly 
to the volume of two years ago. we 
ioe using elements in the composi- 
tion of motor care that have ad- 
vanced much more sharply in price 
than the finished products, increased

Fears for Harness Market. 


Rode in First “Horseless Car- 
riage” and Liked It, 


Tremendous Advancement 
Seldom Realized Today, 


When Frank Wiggins, secretary 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, and the man who has 
done more to make the name of 
California known throughout the 
world than any other, took his first 
automobile ride, in 1893, his first 
thought was of the effect universal 
adoption of a horseless carriage 
would have upon the harness busi- 
nees, his own particular line before 
he came to Los Angeles, in 1886. 
Wiggins was back at the World's 
Fair at Chicago in 1892 as the rep- 
reecntative and booster of Los An- 
geles. Kokomo, Ind.. was not so 
very far away. and in that town 
were a number of old friends. for 
Kokomo had Leen one of his reg- 
viar stops in his old days as travel- 
ing salesman for a harness firm. 
“Cain & Son, of Kokomo, was one 
of the leading harness firms of the 
day.”’ said Wiggins in recalling that 
visit in "93. “and I made the trip 
over from Chicago largely in order 
to call on my friends in the con- 
cern. 

“The day I was there Elwood 
Haynes was giving the original 
Haynes a tryout on the main street 
cf the town. The machine closely 
resembled one of the four-wheeled 
phactons or sulkeys of the day. It 
was filtted with solid rubber tires, 
had a dinky little curved dash in 
front and numerous exposed gears 
and bicycle chaing showing in the’ 
underworks. 

“Of course, the street was lined 
vith people out to see the ‘funny 
cuntraption,’ and several had been 
invited to take a ride. Someone. I 
don't recall now just who it was. 
but ft was not Mr. Haynes himself, 
asked me to get into the car. and I 
did. T only rode a half block or 
a block, Lut even that is something 
to look back on now as a wonder- 
ful experience. 

“Naturally, being familiar 
with the harness business, my first 
thought was how vitally suck an 
invention was to affect that indus- 
try and horse-drawn transport of all 
kinde. I did rot think as many 
did at the time, that it was a mere 
freak of passing interest. I was 
certain it had come to stay. but 
little did IT realize then that Mr. 
Haynes's ‘horseless carriage’ was 
but the forerunner of the greatest 
industry in world today. and 
probably an invention as important 
as that of James Watt and his 
steam engine of nearly a century 
before. 

“Of course, today T can look back 
on that ride tn the etreet at Ko- 
komo and fill In the detaile of the 
upVotlding of the automobile in- 
dustry. The fact that my first ride 
was taken tn a Havnes naturally 
has induced me to keep track of 
the progress of that car. especiglly. 
I don’t suppose Mr. Haynes him- 
@eelm in those early days was able 
te picture tn his mind how great 
would be the development of his 
ideas in the next twenty-six years: 
certainly, his wildest dreams would 
never reach the perfection of lines, 
mechanica] construction and power 
that the Kokomo factory has 
achieved in the 1920 Haynes, for 
instance. It is an achievement to 
rank with the wonders of the world, 
and Elwood Haynes may well be 
prond of that little old ‘contraption,’ 
now tn the archives of the Smith- 
sunian Institution at Washington.”

THE “CHININ” AVOCADO. 

A group of avocados (Persea gratissima) 
was obtained from the State of Tabasco, 
Mexico, the fruit of which differs so much 
from the ordinary avocados that that group 
has been given the name “Chinin.” The 
“Chinin” is distinguished from the avocado 
by its wrinkled skin, by the constitution of 
the endocarp, which is always thick and 
resistant, and by the texture and flavor of 
the pulp. The most common type is very 
elongated, pear-shaped in form and often 
resembles a calabash in appearance. 


A TIMELY SUGGESTION, 


People with back yard family floeks who 
use open vessels as water containers for 
their fowls, often find it difficult to keep 
them free from dirt and litter.

All white fowls must be w weshsd, and most 
fowls of other colors can Le improved in 
appearance by v'ashing, fluffing, and zroom- 
ing before the show. 

For white fowls bave three tubs, one 
filled with warm, soft or rain witer. another 
with warm, soft or rain wa‘er, and tne third 
with warm, soft or rain water col-red the 
proper shade to rinse and tiu» white goods. 
Use a bar of good white or castile soap, a 
large sponge, and a nail brush. Have the 
temperature of the room 80 or 85 deg. and 
bring the birds in clean exhibition coops, 
the floors of which should be covered with 
fresh, dry shaving. 

Wash the males first. Clean the shanks 
and feet with the nail brush, soap and wa- 
ter. Insert the bird in the first tub and

The Mexicans 
make more uses of the pepper than do the 
Americans and know many ways to eat 
them. The modern way of drying beats 
the old method of hanging them in the sun 
or putting them out on trays for old sol to 
take his time at getting them in condition 
to ship. In a modern drying house the 
green product can be dried for the market 
tm three days’ time. Here gas burners 
keep the trays in a high temperature till 
the moisture is evaporated. The Orange 
eounty crop this year will bring the grow- 

ers over $1,000,000. 

PLANT SAVES FRUIT. 

ORANGE.—Several thousand dollars were 
saved Orange county citrus growers during 
the recent railroad strike by the big pre- 
cooling plant of the Santiago Orange Grow- 
ers’ Association here. Fruit, picked and 
unshipped at the time of the strike, was 
stored in the plant for six other associations 
affiliated with the Orange County Fruit Ex- 
change, and that it was shipped in good 
condition after the strike amply demon- 
strates the efficiency of the plant. Several 
packing-houses of this vicinity have been 
working night shifts in order to catch up 
the orange harvest following the strike. 


MONSTER MELON, 

TALBERT.—A. F. Swift has just har- 
vested a twenty-four-pound muskmelon 
from a vine on his ranch east of Talbert. It 
is of the round, yellow-meated variety, and 
Was grown from seed saved from an 
ordinary-appearing melon last year. The 
}+monster grew on the only vine on the Swift 
ranch and other melons on the same vine 
were not of unusual size. 


FUMIGATION HIGHER, 

REDLANDS.-—The work of fumigating the 
orange trees of this district which needed 
it ig about finished now and it is planned 
to have all-the work done before the heavy 
rains begin. Several thousand dollars 
were spent In taking care of the tents alone 
by the companies and the acids used ran 
far up into the theusands in cost. The 
expense of fumigating has increased be- 
cause labor is higher than in the “good old 
days,” but the growers have found that it 
pays and pays well to keep the trees as 
free from scale as it is possible to do. 
There are two sections in the Redlands 
district that were effected this year. The 
sandy soil on the south side of the district 
and the groves of the hill district both had 
scale this year. The hot weather two years 
ago cooked the scale in many of the groves, 
especially those where there was clean culti- 
vation, and in some groves it has not ap 
peared since that time. But where it gets 
a start it spreads rapidly and unless fumi- 
gating is done every three or four years a 
great loss of fruit is felt. The crews have 
been working hard every night since the 
crop was picked from the trees and although 
there were several accidents in the south 
through workers inhaling the fumes of the 
gas, there were none here. 


A FAMOUS TREE. 
MONROVIA.—This city is the home of 
one of the most famous trees in the section, 


citizens know of its existence. Annually 
botanists from universities, the United 
States Department of Agriculture and well- 
known nurserymen make their pilgrimage 


{ here to see the tree and in season taste and 


examine the fruit. The tree is a species 
of Zapote Blanco, or whité sapota, and is 
said to be the finest specimen, as regards 
fruit production, in this country. The tree 
was brought to this country more than 
twenty years ago by G. L. Coleman, who 
set it out upon his property at the corner of 
Olive and California avenues. It flourished 
and in due time produced 2 delicious fruit. 
The zapote is a native of México and is a 
near relative of the zapote sapodillo, or 
zapote chicle, known here as the chicle 
tree or chewing gum tree. W. A. Spinks, 
avocado and semi-tropic fruit expert of this 
city, has been interested in the zapote tree 
here and at one time made arrangements 
with Mr. Coleman to remove it to his coun- 
try place above Duarte. He finally de- 
cided against doing so, however, for fear 
that a tree of that age would not sfand 
transplanting.

YUCAIPA.—George P. Weldon, formerly

centrates. It helps materially to main- 
tain her bodily condition, which, in turn, 
is a good factor in the maintaining of the 


milk flow and makes the cow more per 
sistent. 


The wise dairyman will hold in mind 
that a good dairy cow in full flow of milk 
is expending as much energy as a horse 
at hard work. We all know that the harder 
a horse works the more grain and less 
roughage he must have, and the same rule 
holds true with the cow. In feeding, the 
aim should be to supply as much good 
roughage as the cow will readily consume 
and to add to this sufficient concentrates to 
keep the digestible matter up to the proper 
standard, In no case, however, should the 
protein allowance fall far below the mini- 
mum amount. 


FEED INDIVIDUALLY. 


The tendency of cows of marked dairy 
temperament, in spite of the most liberal 
feeding, is rarely to lay on flesh when in 
full flow of milk. “On the other hand, cows 
or ordinary capacity may easily be over 
fed and in such case store the surplus 
nutrients into body fat rather than utiliz- 
ing it in an increase of milk flow, and this 
is where the eye of the master proves of 
worth. The condition of the cow should 
in a sense be his thermometer to go by, 
and the ratio of his feeds should be varied 


according to the ability of the cow to di- 
gest and assimilate. 


A partition between the cow mangers is 
almost a necessity in order to feed individ- 
ually, as it is always wise to feed a more 
nitrogenous concentrate allowance to cows 
which show a tendency to fatten, while 
animals which are losing flesh should re- 
ceive a larger proportion of the carbonace- 
ous concentrates. The concentrate feeds 
should be composed of a reasotiable num- 
ber of feeds, for a mixture is relished bet- 
ter than a single kind of grain and rough- 
age, and Cows are much less apt to get 
off feed if so fed. When once a satisfac- 
tory balanced ration has been provided it 
is best to make as few changes as possi 
ble, as a radical change in feeds is partic- 
ularly noticeable to those who follow the 
milk sheet system closely.

Fat sold for 36.6 cents 
per pound. This gave a return of $3.17 for 
every dollar’s worth of grain. The heifer 
named Ruby, as a 2yearold, made 424.5 
pouwnds fat with grain. These two cows, 
won in the record test which was held in 
1914. 


Mr. Durrer was well pleased with the re- 
sults at that time, but was not fully con- 
vinced of the economy of feeding grain. 
He fed no more grain to cows on pasture 
until in 1917, when he fed three cows and 
Was so well pleased that he continued — 
feeding through 1918. The average yearly 
production of these three cows for the two 
years with grain was 506.3 pounds of fat. 
The two previous years without grain ,it 
was 384.4 pounds of fat. This was an in- 
crease of 120.9 pounds of fat per cow for 
$38.09 worth of grain. This fat 
cents, the average price for” 
years, was worth $78.59, or $2.07 for every 
dollar spent for grain. In 1918 Mr. Dur- 
rer fed 11 cows in addition to the above 
and they averaged 421.3 pounds fat at a 
grain cost of $24.30. "During 1917, without 
grain, the same cows averaged 346.4 
pounds fat, showing an increase due to 
grain of 74.9 pounds fat worth 80 cents 
per pound, or $52.43, a return of $2.15 for 
every dollar spent for grain. 

Mr. Durrer is convinced that it pays to 
feed grain to good cows while on pasture. 
This year he is feeding al! of his good pro- 
ducing cows in this way. Mr. Durrer also 
believes it pays to feed a cow well when 
she is dry. When this is done she starts 
out at a higher level and he keeps her 


going at a higher level throughout the 
whole lactation period. 


SYSTEMS OF FEEDING POULTRY. 

There are two systems in use for the 
feeding of fowls, in one of which all the 
feed is given dry and in the other of which 
one or more of the daily feeds consists of a 
moistened mash. For convenience they may 
be termed the “dry-feed” and the “mash” 
systems, although in the dry-feed system a@ 
dry mash is often fed. Dry feeding is used 


by many where it is not convenient to make 
and feed a moistened mash. The greatest 
advantages to be derived from the dry sys- 
tem are the saving of labor and the les-

“Peruvian alfalfa, known also commercial- 
ly as “hairy Peruvian” cannot be told with 
certainty from individual or even several 
specimens, even should these be typical.

THE SOT FOR WHEAT. 


‘The problem of growing wheat in Cali- 
fornia ia not so much one of eoil fertility as 
it is of soil preparation. 

There are several factors that influence 
wheat yields. Probably the most successful, 
California method of rendering the insolu- 
bie ingredients of the soll available for 
wheat is by summer fallowihbg. The land 
should be plowed in the fall after the first 
rains and allowed to stand rough through 
the winter. In the spring it should again 
be plowed and aiso harrowed to wake a 
covering to retain the moisture. 


Tf in the following fall there are early 
Tains it is best to allow the weed seeds, 
etc., to germinate and get a good start and 
then plow these under and seed before No- 
vember 16 if possible. If no early rains 
come, then the seed should be drilled in 
the dry ground so that it will.be ready to 

nate when the rains do come and thus 
ve a chance to get ahead of the weeds.

The principles of dry tarming are very 
applicable to California wheat production. 
The conservation of moisture ‘® so plow- 
ing the soil that it will hold the moisture 
and by so harrowing and sometimes muich- 
ing the top dirt that the moisture will be 
retained is of vital im Plowing 
loosens up the soll so that it becomes like 
a sponge and retains great quantities of 
water. Then by forming a blanket or cov- 
ering of finely-pulverized dirt over this 
reservoir sufficient moisture is retained to 
assure plant growth during the months of 
April and May, which are so often without 
rainfall. 


Certain clay soils have a tendency to 
form hard top crusts when this blanket is 
too finely divided, Especially is this true 
when the winter raiis are very heavy. In 
such cases it is necessary to harrow the 
land in the early spring, and even if some 
of the wheat plants three or four inches 
high are destroyed the remainder of the 
plants are so much benefited that the yiejd 
is very materially increased.

it does to his land. Practically all the plant 
food and moisture that the grain receives 
must be obtained from the soil above this 
pan—neither the plant roots nor water will 
readily penetrate it. The proper procedure 
is to break this plow sole up so that a larger 
reservoir of moisture can be formed and 
more plant food become available. 

This has been successfully done with a 
cultivator which is made up of a number 
of chiselshaped teeth set at an angle of 
45 deg. and which can be run at any depth 
desired.

STEAM HAY PRESS 
NOW THING OF PAST. 


One-horse, perpetual hay presses, made 
by reliable concerns, are capable of turn: 
ing out the same kind of bales as are made 
by the regulation two-horse presses. They 
are designed for the farmer who has a small 


recommended for the small hay grower if 
he is in a section where little hay is grown 
and where bay presses are scarce and hard 
to hire. Tue only objection to this type 
of press is its small production a day. 


As power to drive hay presses, the steam 
engine, portable or self-propelling, has been 
entirely superseded by the gasoline 
erosene tractor or stationary enzine. 
With a gas engine there is no need for an 
engineer and a water hauler. A few owners 
employ an engineer when doing custom 
baling with a fast-working crew,. because 
he keeps the engine going and saves ex- 
pensive loss of time on the part of the press 
crew. When the crew is hired by the 
ton the men are not pak f ~ time lost on 
account of a breakdown, and in such cases 
engineers are not often employed. Usually 
one of the press crew looks after the engine 
when it requires attention. On farms 
where tractors are used, if the tractor is 
not used for other essential work whe 
it is time to bale hay, the belt-power press 
should ordinarily be used, since it costs less 
than the motor press and since it would not 
be good business to use a motor press while 
a tractor stands idle.

When the machines are 
left out in the open, exposed to the ele 
ments, the farmer may as well calculate 
the life of such machines as half what 
they would have been if put in sheds.

Rusty machinery must be 
limhered up before using, and thus there 
is a loss of time. Build the shed of good 
lumber.

He’s too busy splicing ropes, mending sails 
and overhauling the running gear and rig- 
ging to bother much about the personal ap- 
pearance of his ship. Half an hour each 
morning washing down the deck and his 
chores are done, and the real work of the 
day begins. 

The man-of-war sailor does not even steer 
his ship. Quartermasters are provided for 
that purpose. The windjammer sailor takes 
his trick at the wheel from one to three 
hours in every twenty-four. 
take his turn as lookout on the foc’sle-head 
at night and on foggy days. 


What a Sailor on a Wind- 
jammer Has to Do. 


= HE routine of a saflor on a windjammer 
bound from say San Francisco to 
Melbourne, Australia, is as follows. 

The Golden Gate is cleared. The tug has 
slipped the hawser. For half an hour all 
hands are busy hauling the four-inch hemp 
cable aboard, and coiling it along the deck 
to dry before it is fhally stowed away, not 
to be used again until Kangaroo Island, 
Australia, is sighted two months later. 

One by one the sails are set. The men 
work swiftly. Clearing the land before dark 
is an important matter. Give a windjam- 
mer searoom, and gales hold no terrors for 
her. It is the lee shore that fs dangerous. 

After an hour’s hard work all sails are 
set, royals, stay-sails and jibes. The last 
sails to be run up are the sky-sails and the 


three tops. She's a sight to bring 
the heart of a sailor, all sails set, bowling 
southward at an eight-knot gait with every 
stitch of canvas drawing. 

All hands are on the foc’sle head 
in the anchors. A man goes down over 
bow of the ship with a line which 
through the ring of the anchor. It is 
easy task. The anchor is swinging by ! 
chain from the yawning hawse-pipe, 
flues dipping in the water as the ship rolls. 
But, the man knows his business. He 
passes the line back to the mate. The mate 
runs the line through the cat-head, and takes 
three turns around the capstan with it. 

“All right, boys,” the mate yells, “haul ‘er 
| home.” 

) The capstan clicks. It is music to the 
sallor’s ears. Inch by inch the two-ton 
anchor is hauled tight under the cat-head. 
Another line is passed around the dripping 
flue, and hooked to a block and tackle

THINK the main reason why the Amer- 
icang and Japanese differ in their suc 
cess at farming is because we love 
farming and the majority of Americans 
dislike it. Until half a century ago, Japan 
was secluded from the rest of the world 
and wé raised everything we ate on our 
own islands. Our Knights of the Sumurat 
were land barons and allotted the land to 
the peasants who paid rent for it in the 
products they raised. This system was 
only discarded sixty years ago so you see 
our fathers and the majority of our people 
were raised to be farmers. It is a nigh and 
noble calling in Japan while trade and 
trading is detested and considered by us 
very degrading. 

Now in America your idea is to make 
money on the farm in big lots and get away 
from the country and into a city as soon as 

_ possible. You think farm life is very slow 
and tame and you Americans want to go to 
the movies and drink soda water and be 
near crowds of people every day. You like 
lives of excitement while we Japanese 
quiet solitude. 

A Japanese farmer only goes to the city 
once a year and then he travels for several 
weeks. Even here, our Japanese residents 
only go to the stores and the moving pic 
tures on rare occasions. 

Another reason why the American farmer 
becomes discontented is because the mem- 
bers of his family all pull in opposite direc- 
tions. One daughter wants to go away and 
study music in a city, the boys may want 
to learn trades and the mother often com- 
plaing of loneliness. In Japanese families 
every member is a partner in the business 
of farming. When the little ones are old 
eaough they go out in the fields to weed or

A 
severe winter may kill his wheat. If he 
takes a loss it is a big one. If he makes a 
profit he is only satisfied with large num- 
bers. Your American cotton planter too 
takes big chances each year of overproduc- 
tion. There is no exact way of estimating 
what all others will plant and the world 
demand cannot be learned in advance. A 
man who keeps big herds of cattle must 
erect expensive silos so that his animais 
can have fresh green food the year around. 
Considering that you American farmers 
are not organized like your producers of 
oil and steel and lumber, the latter being 
in the hands of a few large companios, ! 
think your individual farmers take the 
riskiest sort of chances. We Japanese ate 
sc conservative that we would be afraid to 
attempt large scale production involving 
such a gamble for loss, but we would also 
be unable to get leases on such large tracts 
of land, either in Japan or in the United 
States.

They naturally think that backing a Japa- 
nese farmer in the United States is a bad

Planting, pruning and 
trellising require more hand work. — 
tree fruit growing is more suited to the 
American disposition for the trees can be 
allowed to grow rather haphazardly and an 
utter lack of pruning and spraying may not 
show bad results for several years. 

Berries, which are largely a product of 
Japanese labor on the Pacific Coast, cannot 
be neglected a single year. The soil is 
very carefully prepared before first plant- 
ing, fist by a deep plowing so that the 
w will decompose before the plants go 
in. Then the soil is made as fine fri- 
able as possible by harrowing and it is 
kept mellow continually and free from 
lumps. Méenure too is carefully applied and 
after the planting the berry farmer must 
watch continually for disease and insects 
which he combats with sprays. 


Irrigating Strawberries 
Very Touchy Work. 


TRAWBERRIES are shallow rooted and 

available water must be found so that 
they can never wilt. The Japanese have 
made a special study of irrigating straw- 
berries. They usually make a ditch be- 
tween the rows. It is important to apply 
the water at certain times of the day and 
for certain lengths of time. The Americans 
have a tendency to let thefr ditch water 
flow carelessly, giving the plants more than 
they need and creating watery fruit. Water 
has to be stored and given at just the right 
time and the Japanese cultivates al) the 
while the water is turned on so as to get 
the full value of the water as it is used. 
This careful cultivation has everything to 
do with our getting splendid strawberries. 
In February when the American farmer is 
taking a winter trip to San Francisco or 
New York you may see the Japanése putting 
vut strawberry plants. He has learned that 
mere plants survive ip the long run than 
if he left his planting until April. 

“See the Japanese working in the fields at 
this hour,” I’ve often heard automobile par- 
tles cry out as they whisk by my farm in 
the moonlight. And later, up in the mar- 
ket places I've heard people complain, “You 
Japanese work both night and day. How 
can an American farmer who isn’t used to 
it possibly keep up with you?”

A recent exami- 
nation of boys in training, in ar eastern 
academy showed that 60 per cent. of them 
had heart murmurs. | 


There are two ages whgp, it is most im- 


portant to exercise—in yoath—when the 


muscular system is being formed, and after 


middie age, when many are inclined to be- 
come lazy, and to put on excessive weight. 
It is a crime against youth that physical 
training should be so much neglected in 
our schools, where so many unnecessary 
branches of mental learning are taught. 
The thorough training of the body should 
be one of the most important features of 
the school course, so that children may ac- 
quire a sound body in which to harbor a 
sound mind. 

The physical training of youths in North- 
ern Europe is chiefly responsible for the 
sturdy men those countries turn out In 
Sweden so thorough is the system of 
physical training that even the condemned 
prisoner in his cell has to do his “stunts” 
up to the day of his execution. 

Our boards of education should see to it 
that a thorough system of physical training 
is introduced into the schools before more 
money is expended on less necessary 
things. It need not be military training.

Superstition Taught Politeness 
in the Family. 


‘HE existence of a peculiar etiquette 
observed in the family is shown by the 
superstition, that if brothers and sisters 
were drinking together and the youngest 
drank first, the oldest exclaimed: “Do not 
drink before me, for if you do so you will 
stop growing.” 

It was damso the custom when persons ate 
or drank in the presence of an infant in 
its cradle, to place a particle of their food 
er drink in its mouth, saying that this 
would prevent its having the hiccough. 


RECOGNITION of the dangers of idle- 

ness underlies the curious statement, 
that parents forbade their children to lean 
against posts, because persons who did so 
habitually became liars, “for the posts 
themselves were untruthful.” 

It was said that naughty children who 
licked the grinding stone on which their 
mothers prepared the corn for food would 
quickly lose their front.and back teeth. 

The breaking of this metilat] or grinding 
stene corresponded to the breaking of a 
looking glass in present times, and was an 
omen of the death of its owner or of some 

ber of the household, just as the dis- 
placement or breaking of one of the beams 
of a house also betokened illness or death. 

The metilatl, indeed, played a prominent 
role in household superstitions. When a

tillas were baked. He also took the 
metiapil or pestle and hung it in a ccrner 
of the room. Having done this, he felt con-

Women Were Willing to Have 

Their Cooking Postponed. 
S THIS precautionary measure meant 
the suspension of the confiaing and 


arduous labor of making the native bread, 


the tortilla, it may be surmised that this 


superstition was warmly encouraged by the 


wemen of the household, who were thus 


left free to enjoy a look at the game, which 
was played im large courts specially built 
for this form of pastime and was the fa- 
vorite national sport. 

A strange relationship was believed to 
exist between the metlapil, or stone pestle, 
and rats. Whenever a house was infested 
by the rodents, and attempts were being 
made to exterminate them, it was custom- 
ary to place the pestle outside of the dwell 
ing, for if kept within it had a way of warn- 
ing rats to fall or trip, and thus run the risk 
oi being caught and killed. 

The presence of rats was viewed with 
much awe and dread, for it was believed 
that they possessed the faculty of knowing 
whenever a member of the household bad 
been guilty of immorality, in which case 
they immediately put in an appearance and 
gnawed ut the mats, baskets. etc. They 
denounced marital infidelity by gnawing 
holes in the petticoat of the wife, or in the 
cloak of the guilty husband. 

It was believed that if a person ate a 
plece of any food which had been gnawed 
at or been left over by rats, he would be 
falsely accused of theft or of some other 
crime, @ serious misfortune, considering 
that theft was punished by death. 

When a child lost a milk tooth, its par 
ents took care to throw the 
rat hole, for if this was not attended to, 
the child would not grow any 
ana remain toothless. 

It was likewise customary to 
cast the parings of one’s nails into the 
water as an offering to the Ahuizotl, the 
fabulous aquatic monster which plays such 
an important role in Mexican folklore. As 
a reward for this acceptable offering, 
which formed one of its favorite articles of 
food, the Ahuizotl caused the donor's nails 
to grow satisfactorily. 


The Ceremony of Tcizealanaliztli 
Was Important. 
T THE beginning of the native year a 
festival was held, in which certain 
ceremonies were performed for the purpose 


of furthering the growth of food plante, and ) 


om 


also of children. The people went out into 
the fields at daybreak, and lightiy pulled 
at some of the young shoots In their planta- 
tions, or plucked them with their roots, and 
offered them, in bunches, in certain 
temples. 

At the conclusion of this ceremony, and 
before the children had partaken of any 
food, “their parents pulled at; or stretched 
their body separately, and also lifted it sev- 
eral times from the ground, holding them 
by the sides of their heads above their 
ears.” It was believed that this ceremony, 
which was named “Teizealanaiiztli,” was 
indispensable, as it alone endowed the chil- 
dren with the power to grow during the 
new year. 

It was also performed after or during an 
earthquake, so as to prevent the sudden 
stoppage of a child's growth, or its “being 
carried away or killed by the earthquake.” 
Another ancient superstition taught that 
eny person who stepped over a child which 
was lying on the ground deprived it at once 
of its power to grow, and condemned ‘t to 
remain small always. Fortunately there 
@as a possibility of counteracting this dis- 
aster by stepping over the child a second 
time, in the reverse direction. 

The superstitious observance called Neel- 
piliztli, which means “the care about a 
child,” was resorted to when a child was 
ii or delicate. The parents consulted an 
astrologer, as he is termed in the text, who, 
choosing a day of a special sign, tied cer. 
tain cords, made of loose cotton thread, 
around the child's neck, wrists and ankles. 
A small ball of copal gum was also attached 
to the cord worn about the neck. When

Can tt be that the wish is father to the 
suggestion? At any fate, it might help 
their effort te get $5,960,000 of the people’s 
hard earned money, for “experiments” in in- 
fluensa control.

$5,000,000, is a physician and a member of 
the A.M.A. He is quoted as saying: 

“What the nation needs is a national de- 
partment of health, with branches in every 
gity and State in the Union, with almost 
‘enlimited funds at its disposal to combat 
contagious diseases.” 

Yes, and bankrupt the nation, physically 
and financially, while furnishing fat jobs 
for political doctors. 

“Health officials” are telling us now that 
the coming attack will be “milder.” May 
we perhaps hope that medical assaults on 
our pocketbooks will also display less sav- 
age ferocity? 

The hope is dispelled whon we read that 
the Red Cross, on advice from the A.M.A.

Why not purify your blood, 
and become immune to this and all other 
diseases, by ceasing to store up waste mat- 
ter, through overeating of mucous-forming 
foods? 

Dr. Blue tells us “it is not yet certain

lated or discovered.” 

Why, then, all these expensive germi- 
‘cides, we were advised to accept? 

Dr. Blue tells us that the only thing to 
do is to “enforce rigid rules of sanitation, 
and to avoid personal contact.” 

Yes, but what rules -of sanitation’ 
Cleansing the colon by enemas, and eating 
in moderation of wholesome food, or smoth- 
ering the face in filthy masks, and poison- 
ing the blood with serums? 

As for “avoiding personal contact” that is 
rot. He might as well tell us to get off the 
earth. Infivenza is no More contagious 
than toothache.

Among them there was cne male 
who was supreme, nor did the others ap- 
pear to question his authority or eVer rebel

There is a universal error which ic jus- 
tice to truth I wish to correct. It is the 
common idea that animals are so strongly 
possessed of the parental instinct that they 
nobly sacrifice their own lives in defense 
of their young. It is true that many ani- 
mals have lost their lives in apparently 
such actions, but they were not voluptary 
eacrifices. They were cases of self-defense 
or lack of judgment. 


Time and again apes have been fright- 
ened away, leaving their young to be cap- 
tured. If a foe appears that seems to come 
within a measure of their own power they 
do defend their young and this sometimes
